Politics, which is opposing the candi­ 
dacy of Herbert Hoov er, for testimony 
as to the financing of that publica­ 
tion. 
Harry Price, editor of the magazine 
told the committee more than a week 
ago that 
he 
originated the 
nnti- 
Hoov er j>olicy of the publication and 
that Hale was standing a loss of $500 
with ev ery issue. 
With the completion of Hale's testi­ 
mony, the committee planned an ex­ 
ecutiv e session to determine a future 
course and to decide when it will go 
to Ohio and Indiana to inquire furth­ 
er into the financing of the campaigns 
for Hoov er and Senator Watson. 
A total of $156,611 40, representing 
expenditures in behalf of fiv e candi­ 
dates for the Republican and Demo­ 
cratic presidential nominations, was 
uncov ered by the committee yesterday. 
Tuesday ’s Figures 
The expenditures and the candi- 
cates for whom they were made were 
giv en as follows: 
Atlee Pomerene, Democrat, $100. 
Frank O. Lowden, Republican. $58,- 
552 9 0. 
Herbert Hoov er, Republican, $49 - 
722,17. 
Frank B. Willis, Republican « de­ 
ceased» $46,159 .18 
Alfred E Smith, Democrat, $2,077,15. 
Clarence F. Buck of Illinois prov id­ 
ed the Lowden figures. 
He is m ana­ 
ger of the former Illinois Gov ernor's 
campaign organization. 
Buck , the last witness of the dav , 
elaborated on Lowden s ow n testimony 
prev iously giv en the committee, de­ 
claring he had receiv ed $65,9 50 to date 
In contributions. Lowden himself do­ 
nated $12,500. 
Other Co ntributo rs 
Omer M. Custer, Galesburg, Illinois, 
bank er, and Robert D. Clark e, a retir­ 
ed Peoria and Los Angiw s capitalist, 
furnished the bulk of the remainder, 
Buck said, Custer giv ing $20,000 and 
Clark e $17,500. 
There were 21 other 
contributors, including A S. Peabody, 
J. E. Otis and F. W. Robinson, all of 
Chicago, $2,000 each; Warren Wright, 
Chicago, 
$1,500 and Brodie 
Dav is, 
Chicago, former law p artner of Low­ 
den, $1,000. 
Buck said 
approximately 
$22,000 
of the receipts was sent to Lowden 
organizations in three states and ex­ 
pended in two others with a v iew 
* o 
feeling out delegate support for Low­ 
den. 
Ten thousand dollars, he said, 
was sent to Minnesota to meet unex­ 


pected opposition from the Hoov er 
camp. 
For organization work 
111 Iowa. $1,- 
000 was sp ent; $2,000 sent into W ash­ 
ington state 
in addition Buck said 
he used $7,49 3 to pay the expenses of 
two Lowden work ers sent into Ok la­ 
homa and had 
giv en $500 to 
two 
Maryland supporters of the Illinois 
candidate to surv ey the situation in 
their state 
Against Big Fund 
He explained that while Lowden 
had yielded 
to widespread 
requests 
that he become a candidate for th*’ 
presidency, the former Gov ernor had 
issued stern orders against the ex­ 
penditure of big sums tor his cause. 
He also had warned. Buck said, that 
under no circumstances would be en­ 
ter any state primary delegate fights 
where there were fav orite son candi­ 
dates. 
No money had been spent or work ­ 
ers sent into « he south in the inter­ 
est of Lowden s candidacy, he added 
He was “praying" for delegate support 
in those states, howev er, he said. 
Because u was felt the pre-conv en­ 
tion campaign was about ov er. Buck 
said no driv e was now being conduc­ 
ed to win any delegates ov er to the 
Lowden banner.
